Wo begin to think that tho raihviiy 
syndicate schenio of the Dominion gov- 
ovnuicnt will meet with very little op- 
])usitiou at tlio ;ipi)i'o;icliiag session, 
it will not hi'. ;>:isH(;il uiianiuiously, 
because Mr. l!i..\ici: ;uul some of his 
confreres will oppo.se tooth and nail any- 
thing that Sir John Macdon'ald olVer.s. 
WbeiilSirlToilN proposed to build the 
railway as a government work they 
donouncc<l tike scheme as Utopian ami 
ruinous to the country; and now that 
ho has lifted the burthen from the 
country's shoulders and ]iluceil it ou 
those of a party of moneyed men, they 
storm because it is proposed to give 
the. syndicate so nuioh cash and so 
many acres of the public lands 
which possess no value and wliicli no 
one will (^ver w:iiit. unless a railway is 
built to them. Thi.-i kind of opposition 
is odious bi.oau.sp it is factious. There 
is no prospect of pleasing Mr. Hl.Uvi: 
and thos" who blindly follow his politl 
cal fortinu'.s. 'I'lii-s may bo accepted as 
a fact in advance ol" the uieeting of 
Parliiunent; luit the oppo.sitiou will be 
of the I'eoblcst, weakest de.scriptioii. 
iS^ot only lias Sir .lon.\' forme<l a syndi 
cate , to" build tlie road, but he has 
spike{l one of the heaviest of 
the liberal guns. liiciis Sktii 
lluNTiN'O'i'ON, a minister of iVIr. 
.M ACKKN/.Iil'.'t: rrceut cabiu(-t and the 
member who uioved the famous Pacilic 
scandal resolution in 1873 which up 
set the MACnoXAr.R government, is a 
member of the syridicate and his or- 
gan—the Moutr'eal //r,7(A/--iie\t to 
"the Globe the nio.-.t powerful liberal 
paper in Canada, sup[)orts the govern- 
ment policy in an article of which the 
following is an extract: " Assuming as 
we are bound to do that the contract- 
era give good security to carry out 
their bargain, we believe lliat the dis- 
position of the work, by calling in 
private onlernvise and vigilance, is by 
far tho best method ot attaining the 
desired objeot." This clearly shows 
that Sir Joirx' and his colleagues have 
done a gi-eat deal more tlian their op- 
pon^ii'ts anticiiwtcd. The syndicat(>, 
as another liberal newspaper roniark.s, 
"is no land monopoly, but a veritable 
railway company, untlertaking to con- 
struct "the road and work it for ten 
years when constructed. This is busi- 
ness of the best kind for tho country; 
it will bring here a vast amount of 
money, labourers for tho building of 
tho road, and settlors for the newly 
opened up districts. No wonder tho 
people are pleased with tho men who 
imve opened up thi.s prospect to us." 
Everywhere throughout Eastern Can- 
ada business is booming, property is 
riisiug in value, public revenue and 
railway receipts are increasing. In the 
Juno halfyoar of 1879 the failures in 
Canada w'erc $17, -125, 953, while to 
June, 1880, they had decrea.scd to §r),- 
GG0,845. The supporters of the gov- 
ernment v/ill naturally attribute these 
evident signs of prosperity to tho 
working of the National Policy, and 
will make all the capital they can out 
of it — in a political sen.se. Who will 
blame them l The con.servatives suc- 
ceeded to the government Avhen the 
finances of the country had been re- 
duced to a very low ebb indeed from 
the operation of a low tariff, and they 
have raised it to a position of great 
and increaing prosperity. What bet- 
ter test could be all'orded of the wis- 
dom of a governraental policy than 
this'i And whore will Mr. 13lake 
and his friends find a sub.stantial peg 
on which to hang a grievance against 
the government f 

But while evidences of eastern pros- 
perity multiply on every side, while the 
provinces east of the Rocky Mountains 
are enjoying the first fruits of a golden 
age, how fares it with British Colum- 
bia 1 The wave of prosperity that has 
revived thedroopinginterests of tlieeast 
has not reached liei-e. Tiiis country 
still awaits with a feeling of anxiety 
that "good time aconiing,. boys," which 
has often .seemed within its gras]), 
but as often has floated like a 
■will-o'-the-wisp beyond its reach. 
Tho National Policy has not produced 
the good results hero that have attend- 
ed its ado[)tion elsewhere, because 
there aro few local manufactures to 
protect, and the province is consequent- 
ly required to import many of tlie 
Bliiicles it wears and consumes which 
are produced in abundance at theEa.st. 
Tho relations of the Dominion with the 
Province still remain in an niisottled 
condition. No one would ajipear to 
be in a position to say liow far the 
Dominion is jircpared to go towards 
compensating British Columbia for 
eight years' delay in the commence- 
ment of railway construction, or what 
the province is prepared to accept in 
lieu thereof. The government at James 
Bay, who went into olllco pledged to 
obtain the Island railway or "burst'' the 
confederation, are as mum as oysters. 
Tiiey have been compared to sphinxes 
set in a desert, or to a range of ex- 
hausted volcanoes standing blackened 
and empty in thn mid."3t of a profound 
solitude. This "niagnificant province" 
should to-day Icoep pace with the rest 
of the Dominion in the onward move- 
ment towards a prosperous goal, and 
when we read of the unexampled pros- 
perity •which our eastern brethren are 
enjoying, when wo hear of increased 
revenue and replenished coners at Ot- 
tawa, we cannot but think that if our 
requirements and our grievances are 
fairlv, reasonably and respectfully laid 
before Sir John Macdonald and his 
colleagues they will meet with a courte- 
ous and ..satisfactory response.

.Mansi'U having impugned the ger.uine- 
ness of certain extr.ncts from .Mr. 
Vates' letters Liu; opportunity is here 
embraced not to resent the gratuitous 
insult from .such a (juarter, but to lay 
briefly before the public tho conditions 
which called forth from Mr. Yates the 
letters, tho extracts from which aro 
here subsequently given. 

During a series of years and succes- 
sive Mnnicii)al Councils, commencing 
with that under Jlayor Drumniond 
several written agreements for a trnns 
ferof the public landing had been en 
tered upon with the Victoria ("ity 
Councils and Mr. Yat<!s, ami .such 
agreements were as frequently broken 
at the instance of some active agitators 
who seemed to consider iMr. ^'ates 
wtih special disfavor^ ' 

In Juno 1878 the city council jllss- 
od a formal resolution to exchange the 
landings and to receive So feet at foot 
of Yates street. They instructed the 
city surveyor to get out the plan to 
have the conveyances completed. 

In December 187S, the/ex6lia:og?;»e-: 
maining uneflected, the city couiicil' 
further considered the matter of ex- 
change, and again passed a formal re 
.solution to e.'icchange for 25 feet The 
city clerk intimated in writing tho ac- 
ceptance of i\Ir. Yates' ofler of 25 feel 
in lieu of the present public landing. 

Subsequent to this the city barrister 
stated that a private bill would have to 
pass the Legislature to give the city 
tho power to make the transfer. Dur- 
ing the consideration of the Bill efforts 
were made to kill it by some members 
of the city council, together with others 
who are now actively canva.ssing to 
defeat the present exchange. Every 
oUbrt was strained to keep the bill 
from becoming law. 

In this connection it might here hi; 
explained that Mr. Jones, l)oatnKUi, 
was informed that there was nothing 
but rock on tho Yates' site, and with 
this misrepresentation lie|Jftifi^f . have 
stated that the transfer was undesira- 
ble. He was asked tagiye evidence to 
such efTect before tho Private' |BilIs 
Committee to kill the exchange bill, 
but previous to doing so he, in a boat, 
inspected the site at low water in com- 
pany with IMc.ssr.s. McLean and Jlome, 
and was forced by. personal inspection 
to give evidence that Mr. Yates' site 
was free from rock and formed a deep 
bay well suited for a landing. 

All the foregoing circumstances were 
duly laid before Mr. Yates wdio by let- 
ter and newspaper reports is thorough- 
ly conversant with tliom. 

On 29th May, 1880, 1 by letter ex- 
plained the opposition offered before 
the Private Billls Committee of the 
legislature, and asked Mr. Yates to 
telegraph if J should take further ac- 
tion towards obtaining transfers. The 
following is ])art of i\Ir. Yates' reply to 
such letter, and is the extract to which 
Mr. i^Iansell makes tho offensive refer- 
once : — - : . . ' ■■ 

" 24th June, 1880. 

" I did not telegraph about public land- 
ing as I was disgusted at tlic ways and 
doings of some men in relation thereto. 
You have done all you could in tho matter 
and I thank you very much for tho samo. 
You may a.ssuro all and sundry that I had 
no desire to take from the city tnoro val- 
uable ground than I was prepared to give 
in return. Tho exchange would liave en- 
abled mo to make a largo wharf which 
would have been useful to the shipping of 
tho port. HoweV'eP," I ami glad the' matter 
is ended." 

Being impressed that the public gen- 
erally were favorable to the exchange, 
and being desirous alilco as a citi/.en 
and Mr. Yates' agent to see city im- 
provements proceed ; and having in- 
structions to build on tho transfer 
being made, T on the IGth August 
wrote my principal that 1 would take 
upon myself tho rosponslbilily of nmk- 
ing a lost eflbrt to have tho exchange 
effected. ' -In reply, Mr. Yates writes: 
"2.i.st September, 1880. 

"I have your favor of Kith Aui^iist 
wherein you express your intention of 
trying to carry out.the.fubliijjlanding ox- 
chango, By this time the thing' is decid- 
ed, so I .say nothing moroontho subject." 

The last eflbrt is now being nmde, 
and is to be the subject of the vote on 
Thursday. 

The city is to get .'55 feet, which is 
10 feet more'thau tho Municipal Coun- 
cil repeatedly in writing agreed to take, 
'the extra condition on Mr, Yates' part 
being that if b^'kept openfas;>Rf,public 
street.

To THE Editoh ok Tiik Colon i.st; — 
Sir, — From local surveyors who were 
in the cglony at the, time I learn that 
previous fe)^858 there were no "foot" 
chains mlliS-colbhy and that all sur- 
veys and field notes were made in 
links — including the notes and surveys 
made by .Mr. Pearse. All the official 
maps are evidence of this — the measure- 
ments being in links. Thirty-two links 
aro 21 12-100 feet which is closely ap- 
pro.ximate to the 25 feet claimed as the 
width of the landing by surveyor 
Gastineaii. The figures "32" which 
Afessrs. Pearse and Pomberton state 
appear iii tho former's old field notes 
are thus conclusively 1(2 links, and 
their having inadvertently styled them 
32 feet has caused the error which was 
likely to mislead the public.

It will cost a lakii of rupees (S^O,- 

000) to exhume the bodies overwlielm- 
ed by the landslip at Naini Tal. 

Two men liavo been sentenced to 
eighteen and nine months* hanV labour 
for running false register offices in Lou- 
don and taking fees under pretence of 
obtaining situations for servants. 

Lord i\[ountmorris appears by the 
Parliamentary Laiul Beport to have 
owned altogether in Ireland only .'500 
acres, which returned 605 a year. His 
character and estate were about on a 
par. 

The London Slandanl, in calling at- 
tention to tho circumstanco that twelve 
university graduates in first-class hon- 
ours had entered the House of C'oni- 
mous since April, says that but one 
lias as yet made much mark. 

For correcting a man who had ofVeiul- 
ed his dignity by being rude to him, a 
London magistrate soverel}' reprimand- 
ed a policeman, ortlered him to bo re- 
jtorted to the Comnii.ssioncrs, and dis- 
charged tho prisoner.

The railway bridge over tho estuary 
of tho'Solway, near Annan, is the long- 
est in tho world, being 1,940 yards in 
length. Tlie next longsst to it is that 
built for the Orenberg Eailway over 
the Volga, near Syzrav, which is a few 
yards short of 1,624 yards. 

The failure of the Liiwliu, the Bus- 
sian Emperor's yacht, is commented on 
in strong terms by the press, and it in 
declared that Admiral Popoff has from 
first to last wasted twenty-five millions 
of roubles on his hobl)^' — a sum, says 
the iVonre Vremi/a, sufficient to support 
five Universities. 

At Morocco lately a cortahi German 
Baron went to try his luck at roulette, 
and was fortunate enough to win in two 
sittings tho trifling sum of three thous- 
and francs. Taking the money to his 
hotel, he locked it carefully in a strong 
box iu his bedroom. Next morning the 
box had vanished, and with it the steady 
respectable old valet who hiid been in 
the family service for many years. 
Left thus without cash, the Baron tele- 
graphed to his father for a remittance, 
ex[)laiiiing the reason why ho had so 
suddenly become penniless. Imagine 
his surprise, pleasure, and annoyance, 
when an answer camo back, "Do not be 
uneasy, Johann is here with all the mon- 
ey you fancy you have lost. He feared 
that it would return to tho roulette 
bank, and as that od'eiuled his notions | 
of economy and prudence, he resolved 
to loposit the precious treasure in a 
safe place." 

The Scotland Yard detectives are on 
the track of the supposed leader of the 
gang who attempted the destruction of 
the London ami North-Westorn train 
near Welwyn. Ho is reported as hav- 
ing L'ono to Cardifl', thence to Snarijor- 
ougli, where, disengaging hinhself of his 
heavy whiskers, he was a. daily visitor 
oil the Spa until he V>ecame aware of 
his being watched, when he eventually 
got on lioard, by means of a shore boat, 
of a north country coasting steamer on 
her passage to the Thames. 

The total exports of Shellicld steel, 
steel rails, cutlery, and generalhardware 
to Americafor the quarter ending March 
last, amounted in value to £2:^2,488, 
and for the quarter finding June to 
.C29l,.')r)9. For the corresponding 
quarters of 1879 the totals were only 
.£10ri,:)i;i and .£1 1.3,448. 

'_'nptain Mnnslcy, nf llooton, while 
recently watching for poachers with a 
gang of keepers, suddenly came upon a 
band of fifteen, who fired at them and 
flod on board a schooner on the Mersey 
banks. Tho Captain boarded it, and 
secured four of his assailants with his 
own hand. The rest escaped. 

Captain Henry Butler, formerly of 
the regular service, has just been .sen- 
tenced to seven years' penal servitude 
and three years' police supervision for 
stealing a gold watch and chain from a 
woman in London. The "gallant" Cap- 
tain hail already served a sentence of 
seven years for forgery. 

A fifteen inch shell has been found 
buried in the mess near Fort William. 
It was unexplodetl and its fuse had been 
only just burned down. The powder 
was perfectly fresh looking. Tho shell, 
which weighed 100 lbs. , was evidently 
one of those fired from the fort in April, 
174G, at a battery rai,sed by Prince 
Charles" men at the Craigs, within 500 
yards of the fort 

At the Victoria Station, London, 
there are at present working between 
thirty and forty porters who receive no 
wages, the company allowing them to 
ilepend on a generous public for a living, 
whilst at the same time they are ainen- 
able to the by-laws forbidding the rc 
ceiving of gi-atuities "under pain of 
dismissal." 

Lord George Cavendish, younger 
brother of the Duko of Devonshire, who 
has just died at the age of 70, was one 
of the very few 'Surviving members of 
tlio lirsfc Kcforinod Parliament, and was 
a very good specimen of the old Whig. 
Ho was only a moderate Liberal, but 
sound and sensible. Ho had a great 
admiration for bis nephew. Lord Hart- 
ington, and it is said that the latter, 
when leader of the Opposition, often 
benefited by the shrewd and cautious 
judgment, of his uncle. r 

The Snturday Review closes a review, 
of the English harvest as follows: — The 
farmers must make up thoir minds to 
accept low prices, which, however un- 
satisfactory to them and to their land- 
lords, will be regarded with equanimity- 



and satisfaction by people who are not 
landowners or farnier.s. But in the re- 
sult the de])reciat;on iu the vuliio of 
arable land which has already taken 
place ■NVill be confirmed and generalized. 
Thei-e is nothing in prospect to attract 
capitalists to invest in fanning ojiora- 
tions in the corn-growing Hue. 

.•V contractor in London has just been 
fined 825 and cost.s on the iiroseciition 
of the S.P.CiA. ; -Ho had sold' with an 
undertaking : to deliver them at the 
Richmond 'Hill railway station, forty 
fowls for$20, He packed tlio whole 
of the birds into two baskets in such a 
manner that nine of them were sull'ocat- 
cd before they reached thoir destination, 
and that twenty-five of tbeiu occupied a 
apacein which no more than three ought 
to have been put. Remonstrated with 
for his cruelty, he e.xpros.sed his iiidifl- 
erenco, remarking that having received 
his money ho cared for nothing else. 

The ox-Empress Eugenic has not 
been well since lior return from Zulu- 
land, and has recently been compelled 
to remain in bod, much aflected by .se- 
vere attacks of fever. He once beau- 
tiful eyes are now dim and f.itigued, 
surrounded by a dark circle; her face 
is furrowed with the lines of .sorrow 
and tears; hardly fifty-five years of 
age the former Empress of the I'l eneh 
looks as if she was over sixty-five. 
Speaking some tiineago to PercGotldarJ, 
the chaplain of Camden Hou.se, she 
toltl him that she would not remain 
much longer iu Englaiul, which had 
had been .so fatal to her afl'cctions, nor 
die at Chisolhurst; that she wanted to 
breath her last in a more .sunny coun- 
try, and that as soon as she was strong 
enough she would leave Chisolhurst, 
taking with her the remains of her be- 
loved husband and son. 

Mr. Sharman Crawford sends a long 
letter to the Tiiiie,^ pointing out once 
more the distinction between aii Irish 
and an English landlord. An English 
landlord provides the raw material, the 
land and tho fixed plant, besides the 
buildings, fences and drain.s. An Irith 
landlord lets only the bare laud. The 
tenant drains and fences ami buildings, 
and is then liable to eviction without 
compensation unless he (mys a rack- 
rent on land made rentable solely 
through his labors. When evicted he 
has no ])Osition before hitn except that 
of a labourer who, oven on the Duke 
of Devon.sliire's property, at Lismore, 
which is well governed, receives, afj 
tor rent lias boon i)aid, only Gs. Gd. n 
week, Irish emjjloyers not finding cot- 
tages. The fear of eviction is, there- 
fore constantly on tho agriculturist, 
wdio loathes the landlord and detests 
the government which giyes him no 
security. Add, as Mr. Orawfortl does 
not, that tlie Iriahnien, like the Celt 
everywhere, is a true Celt, desiring 
above all things, to have "a little 
place" of his own, even with a quit- 
rent on it and we have in that letter 
the secret of tho agrarian war. 

Mr. Rupert Kettle is about to have 
greatness uiicxpecledly thrown upon 
him, Sir. Gladstone having advised the 
Queen, to grant iiini knighthood for his 
tact and energy in preventing many 
strikes, and his plan of arbitration 
boards, which liavo worked so well in 
the north of linghind. 

A British ollicer, in a letter from 
Candahar, thus describes tho moating 
between General Bix)oko and General 
Burrows, who, with the remnants of 
Ins army, was beating a harassed ro 
treat from the field of Kliusbk-i-Nak- 
hud : — "About 8 o'clock we met what 
was at once the rear guard and the 
main body. Poor General Burrows 
broke utterly down when he met 
Brooke, and . .so did tho others when 
I spoke to tlieni. The poor General 
was utterly crushed aiitl broken, his 
sword tied up in a knot, and his voice 
gone. He behaved splenditU}', and 
personally saved tho lives of three 
officers." 

In London there is an institution 
called tho Temperance Hospital, in 
which no liquor is given as a beverage 
to patients, tln^ugli physicians may pre- 
scrilje it as a niediciiie. Iu many of 
the London hospitals beer is made a 
[)art of the ordinary diet, and friend 
of total abstinence point to tho low- 
rate of mortality in their institution 
a.s a proof that tho lessliqaov employed 
in the treatment of thn sick the 
bettor. 

Three boys and a girl, their ages 
ranging from one to six years, child- 
ren of ;a labourer living in Stallard's 
Buildinp, Bristol, were burned to 
death at ten o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing, the 25th ult. They wero left in a 
room where there wero some idiavinga, 
to which they set tire, and were dis- 
covered by their inoth(!r, Mrs. Ewcns, 
all dead from burns or sutlbcation. 
The inquest on the bodies of the four 
unfortunate children was held on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The names of tho 
deceased were — Eliza, aged 6; John, 5; 
William, 3, and Joseph, 1 year. Tiie 
father, Albert Joseph Ewcns, went 
away to work early iu tho morning, 
and Mr.s. Ewcns went out at half-past 
six to clean tho board school. All the 
deceased -wore then asleep in bed. 
Some shavings had been collected by 
the father iu thn back room for the 
[lurposo of stutliug a conch, and it is 
supposed that the children set these on 
fire. A verdict of "Accidental death" 
was returned.
